Thai is why Ihe Sovlol 
aulomallc probea Venera-15 and 
Venera-16 which bcc.iitie man- 
made satcllllos ot Venus are 
Intended lor gathering Inlorma- 
lion aboul this region, apeclll- 
cally (or mapping purposes. 
With this end in mind, the pro- 
bee were placed oo highly el- 
liptical orbits and revolve 
about Venus at a rate ol one 
revolution In roughly two earth 
days.
